In reply to your letter if the gold leaf has been received then there certainly has been 
some mistake, as besides the coin and the gold leaf the was 33 Vi divt - 14 kt. chain, a mutilated 
$5 gold piece and about 30 to 50 divt. of 14 & 18 kt. rings and other parts of 108 14 kt. gold: the 
gold case you refer to, I only valued at $5 - so that of course is not the discrepancy, if you add 
the coin, silver, gold chain, and gold leaf together you will readily see that the amount is what I 
received, now must there not be a mistake for the other lot, I am also sorry there had been a 
mistake and think very likely it may have been mixed with someone else’s, if they find the error, 
please remit me as I am positive there was between $110 and $125 and if I did not see it packed 
myself and shipped, should not feel as I do in the matter.
